Thera ia atill another iastance of the 
moat extraordinary auperatition» pcrhapa 
ever known in tha hlatofjr of mankind, 
full of the most abameleaa and impudent 
imposture t It ia |||e exhibition of pre­ 
tended miraeies,wrbugbt in conaequence 
of the supposed power of faith, by a aecr 
who are called the howling dervithee q/ 
Seutarij.-^l have before alluded to the^i' 
orgiea, us sitnilar to tboae practiacd« ac­ 
cording to »acred acripturciby the priaata 
of Baal; and they are probably a rem­ 
nant of the moat ancient heathen Cere 
monies of eastern nationa. The Ttfrka 
hold thia sect in greater veneratiou than 
they do even the dancing dervishea. 


We pasted over to Scrutarj, from Pe- 
ra, accompanied by a janiasary, and ar­ 
rived at the place where thia exhibition 
is made. The Turks called it a mosque ; 
but. II more resembled a barn« aod rr- 
minded ua of the ton ol b.ioth fitted up 
, wit!i loose plaoks by .nendicant conjur- 
era al an fclnglish fair Tnis resemblance 
was further increased, by our 6:)ding^ at 
the entrance two atrant;e figures, who, 
learning the caUM of oui viMt, aske l if 
we wi-ih -d lo have the • Ji^e. and daq^cr 
tutine$»,'* introduced amon;; thc other 
performances VVo replied, by express­ 
ing our inclination to ace as much ul 
their rite^s as they might think proper to 
exhibit: upon tliis, we v;ere told that ws 
must pay something more than u»uat. 
for tho miractea. 
A bargain was rhere- 
fore niadu.upon condition that we should 
aee all tho miracles. 
We wero tiien 
permuted to enter the mosque, and di­ 
rected to place ourselves in a small gal­ 
lery, rui-ied two steps from the floor.— 
Close to one extremity of thia gallery, 
certain of the dcryinhes were employed 
in boiling coffee upon two braaiers of 
lii^hted charcoal: this was brought to us 
in small cups, wit:i pip«», and stools fur 
aeats. 
At the other extremity of the 
gallery, a party of I'uiks were aUo 
amoking, and drinking cofTee. Upon the 
walls of tho mosque were suspended 
daggers, akewtrs, wirc-scourgea, pin- 
cera, and many other dreadful instru- 
iiiunts oi toriure aud penance. It might 
have been »opposed a cnatiibur of inqui- 
siiion, if the ludicrous mummery aio.ii n 
had not rather given it thc aii of a con­ 
jurer'» booth. It was a long time beloi c 
tbc ceremony began. 
At length, thv* 
principal dervish, putting on his rube ot 
Slate, which consisted of a greasy green 
pelisse with half*worn fur, apparentlya 
second-hand purchase from the rag mai - 
ket, opened the business of tlie exhiiii- 
tiun 
Al first, they repeated the ordi>u- 
ly prayers uf the Turks; in which OU' 
jaiubsa y joined, after having washed hi^ 
ncad, (eet. and hands. All strangers at 
terward withdrawing to th^i gallery, a

presently, their siuiles Were converted 
to a taugn, aeeni'ngiy so unafTccicd and 
so tiearxy, that we »yiiipalh;;iicalty joined 
in their inirth.-^Upun this, our janissu > 
and interpreter bccame alarmed, and de 
sireU us to u^c ihe more caution ; a? the 
laughter wc noticed w.is the result ot 
religious ciiiotio.i. a i|ing from tha de* 
tight experienced in ' cp.'u'ing the attri­ 
butes uf thc Deity. 
During a full hour 
thu dervishes continued laugliing aitd 
repeating the sanie wo(d%,inclining theii 
heads and bodies backward and forward 
l*hen they all rose, and were joined by 
otiiers, who were to act a very conspicu­ 
ous part in the ceremony

The aame parson then takmg the 
akin of hit tbroat betweeo Ihe Anger and 
thttiab of aia left hand,pierced it through 
with an Iron akewor be held in hia rigiiit 
and left him atanding expoaed to view in 
itiat sliuaiioot calling loudly upon Mo* 
hammed 


By thia time, aomeof theotherat ap­ 
parently quite apenu affected lo be aeit- 
ed in the seine way, aod were turned 
round aa the other bad been.

aon wno lUrned them aupported them 
afterward in his arms, while theÿ reclin* 
cd Ibeir facea upon his rigbi shouttlcr, 
and evidently were occupied in rft!(:iug 
I heir mouths« w ith aomtihiug conccaled 
beneath hia garment v.»« The same p o* 
cess took place respecting «hrir hands, 
tv (lie h were t«icretly fortified in a simitar 
way. by some aubatance uaed t o

;hv cfTuct of fire upon the skin. 


We now obaurved the atiendatita bu­ 
sied, on our right hand« below the galle- 
ly, heating iron» in tiie braaiera used for 
boiling tho coffee. 
As aooo a» thc ii ons 
were red Uoty they carried them glowing 
among tho der«i-,he», who »eixing them 
with violencci began to lick them with 
ihùr longues — While we were occu­ 
pied id beholding this extraordinary 
sighi, our attention waa »uddeply called 
oflT to one ot them, whu waa atamping 
in a di.ttani part of Ihc mosquei with one 
of the irons beneath hi» leetn.—Thi» wa» 
taken Iroin him by the superior ; aod 
the man falling Into apparent convul­ 
sions, was Caught by an attendanti and 
placed upon the floor, with his face to 
tha earth. 5ome of the rest then jum p­ 
ed about, stabbing themaclvea in differ­ 
ent parts of their bodiea. 


A» we were already disgusted with 
such outrage» upon Heligion, under any 
name, we descended from the gallery, 
and prepared to walk out { when the su­ 
perior, fearing that hi» company might 
give him the alip, in»tantly put an end to 
the ieger-de-maiHf and demanded pay­ 
ment.—While this took place* it w«» 
highly amusing to aee all Ihe fire-eaters, 
and the dagger-bearers, recover at once 
from their fainting and convulsions, aud 
walk about, talking with each other in 
pei icct ease and iudiff'crenue. 


If whut hae been here stated i» not 
enough lu prove the contempitble im- 
ponture practised upon thene occasion.. 
a circuiT^stànce that occurred afterward, 
w ill pul thc matier beyond all doubt. 


A Su I«» gentleman, acting as gold- 
smi. I und jcWwller lo the grand signioi, 
invited ui, wnh a large patty of l^igliiu. 
lo duie ill nis boo»e in Constantinvple.— 
vVhen dinner waa ended,one ofthe howl­ 
ing dcrtikhes, the naost lenowncd for 
.niiaculous powers, was brought in, to 
a nose the company as a common con­ 
j u r er . 
'I'uking his scat on a divan at the 
upper end of the room, he practised all 
tlie tricks we had seen at the mosque, 
with the exception of the hot-irons, for 
which he confessed he was not prepared. 
Ho aff'ected to ftiab himself, in the eyes 
and cneeks, with large poignards; but 
upon examiuaiion, we soon discovered 
iliut the blades of tlie weapons were ad 
iiiittcd bv springs into their handtcs,jike 
those used upon the stage in our. thea­ 
tres. 
A tiick vhich he practised with

tiun of the raunner in wliich it was 
biought about, it was probably never af­ 
terward forgouen by him A large elec­ 
trical appaiatus siood within an adjoining 
apaiiment ; the conductois from wiiicti, 
parsing into the room, as common bell- 
wi.es, had been cuniinued along the seat 
occupied by the dervish, reaching the 
wüole length of the divan. 
As soon as 
ne had began to take breath, and rt pose 
nimself from the fatigue of his nicks, a 
shack from the electrical machine was 
communicated, that made hiiu leap high­ 
er than ever he had done f'^r th<; name of 
Mohammed—Seeing no persoi) near, 
and every individual of the company af­ 
fecting the utmost tranquillity^ and un­ 
concern, he was perfectly p^f’ic-struck. 
»Ashamed, however, that an inspired 
priest, and one of tbe guardiana of the 
miracles of l^hmism. should betray 
causeless alarm, he veniui-ed once more 
lo resume his seat ; whence, as he sat 
trembling, a second shock aent him fair­ 
ly out of the hou<«c ; nor could any per­ 
suasion oi ours, accompanied by a pro- 
niae of explainiiig the source of bis ap­ 
prehension, pie vail upon him to return, 
even for tba payiacni vbich waa dua lo 
him.”
